They showed also that through 
out Bucks County every resident 
spent on the average. $38,76 a 
year for liquor — and that in­ 
cludes every living person, from 
infancy to old age 
Fifth in State 
Bucks is the fifth county in the 
state in per capita liquor eon* 
sumption, topped only by Mont 
gomery County, which is first, 
then 
Philadelphia, Monroe 
and 
Allegheny (Pittsburgh' Counties. 
However, it is eleventh in the 
total numlx»r of bottles sold and 
ninth in tho amount of money 
that rings the cash registers in 
the state stores. 
These figures may ho some­ 
what misleading, since the per- 
capita sales include sales made 
to tavem-owners who turn right 
around and resell the stuff across 
the bar. 
Don't Mention NJ. 
However, they also do not re­ 
flect the amount of liquor that 
is bought across the state line 
in New Jersey bv Bucks ( oun'y 
people who slip over the bridges, 
risking a severe fine, to save a 
few nickles per bottle.
